By request of 
the group, the regular meeting was dispensed with and the time was devoted to a report of 
the convention. Admissions on Friday had brought in about $150; this is exclusive of the 
number of NENA members who were pre-registered or paid their dues at the table. Sally 
mentioned the advertisement in the Manchester Union Leader for the conference. Arthur 
Fitts described the floor activity as “moderate, mostly dealer to dealer.” Jim Rolston sug¬ 
gested sending a follow-up letter to the dealers asking what they liked or disliked about the 
conference. The Board authorized Jim to do this, approving his expenses and suggested 
that a stamped self-addressed envelope be included in the mailing. John Mullen was asked 
to again contact Glastonbury Press regarding the number of copies available and billing 
procedures. Beth Rolston is working on a list of NENA News advertisers. The general 
meeting will be held today at 10:00 a.m. The meeting adjourned at 9:40 a.m.

Life member 
Carlton Dodge will look into this and get back to the Board with any interest. The meeting 
adjourned at 12:05 p.m.

January Board Meeting 

The NENA Board of Directors meeting on Sunday, January 12 at the Sheraton Lincoln 
Hotel in Worcester was called to order at 1:30 p.m. by Eliott Goldberg. Those present were 
Frank Shaw, John Mullen, John Kittredge, Jim Rolston, Joe Jacobs, Jack Kiley, Carol 
Goldberg, and Mary Mullen. The minutes of the two board meetings and the general 
meeting held on Saturday, November 2, 1985 at the Hartford conference were accepted as 
read. John Mullen read the treasurer’s report. 

Eliott reported on a telephone conversation with Sally Kirka who said that her final con¬ 
ference report will be presented after the books are closed next month. Joe Jacobs offered a 
motion that the board send a note of appreciation to Sally for her hard work. John Mullen 
passed around to the members of the Board a copy of the generous check donated to NENA 
by a member who wishes to remain anonymous. Eliott read a letter from Harry Lessin urg¬ 
ing the members of the Board of consider making donations to the organization. John 
Mullen reported that he had spoken with the owner of Glastonbury Press who confirmed 
that NENA is entitled to request all 1,000 copies of each issue of NENA News as per our prin¬ 
ting agreement. Jim Rolston asked that the Board direct Sally to request the full 1000 copies 
of each issue henceforth. John Mullen read a letter from Carlton Dodge regarding a pro¬ 
posal he had made at the November 2 meeting for a one-day show in Pittsfield, 
Massachusetts, in the spring. After some discussion, the Board decided to put this on hold 
until the spring of 1987, because there would not be sufficient time to plan such an event this 
year. 

After discussion of the previously tabled question of giving free bronze medals to life 
members, the Board asked John Mullen to send a letter to all life members stating that if 
unable to attend the conference, a life member could send $2.50 postage and handling by 
May 1 to reserve his/her medal. The medals will be mailed out after the conference. This of¬ 
fer will also apply to the 1985 bronze medal as available. 

Joe Jacobs reported on the progress of the 1986 Conference. The medal design, 
unanimously approved by the board, honors Robert Goddard, a native of Worcester, on the 
60th anniversary of the first successful firing of a liquid fuel rocket. It was voted to produce 
200 bronze, 75 silver, 75 gold plate, and 75 uniface medals. The prices for the dollar-sized 
medals will be: $40 for a set of three (gold-plate, silver, and bronze); $25 for the silver, and 
$5 for the bronze. A special mailing will be sent out to all members for medal orders. The 
next meeting of the Board will be Sunday, April 6, at 1 p.m. at the Sheraton-Lincoln in 
Worcester.

NENA Board Meeting 

The special meeting of the NENA Board of Directors was held Sunday, August 4,1985, at 
the Sheraton Hartford Hotel. Those present were Eliott Goldberg, John Mullen, Sally Kirka, 
George Gelormino, Frank Shaw, James Clapp, John Kiley, Jim Rolston, Walter Riley, Paul 
White, and Mary Mullen. The meeting was called to order at 1:42 p.m. by Eliott Goldberg. 



The secretary’s report was accepted as read. John Mullen read the treasurer’s report. 
The Board expressed concern about the fact that it has become necessary to access the prin¬ 
cipal of the Life Membership Fund to meet operating expenses for NENA. The treasurer 
cited the increasing costs of producing NENA News as a major cause of this, and reminded 
the Board that the bill for the 1985 Conference medals has already been paid in full. Sally 
Kirka said that she would contact Glastonbury Press to question an apparent discrepancy in 
the current bill, and to ask whether NENA can, in fact, request the full 1,000 issues per our 
printing agreement with them. She will report back to the Board at the next meeting. 

Paul White reported that he is working with Arthur Fitts in trying to find an alternative 
method of producing NENA News. The Board said that it would like to see a sample copy of 
the journal as printed by a different method before agreeing to a change; the Board then ac¬ 
cepted a motion offered by John Mullen to allow reasonable expenses for the preparation of 
a representative copy of NENA News for the Board’s examination at the November 
meeting. 

Sally Kirka, Chairperson of the 1985 Conference offered a report on the status of the con¬ 
ference plans. After discussion, the Board agreed to a motion offere by James Clapp to sup¬ 
port Sally’s request on behalf of her committee for a budget of $10,000.00 for the conference. 

It was noted that the pre-registration form included in the July NENA News contained 
some errors; primarily of concern to the Board was the price for the three medal set. It was 
agreed that a special mailing to members was warranted, which would correct the price 
from $50.00 per set to the stated price of $40.00 per set (refunds will be made to those who 
ordered at the higher price—this will be done at the time of the conference). Also, since 
there has been no general distribution of Exhibit Rules and Applications, the Board felt that 
it was necessary to include these in the special mailing. Eliott Goldberg will arrange for the 
mailing, and James Rolston, as Exhibit Chairman, will provide those forms. 

Carol Goldberg was nominated to serve as Massachusetts regular director to fill out the 
unexpired term of Jeff Trevas. The motion was made by John Mullen, and passed 
unanimously. 

The next meeting of the Board will be held Sunday, September 8, at the Worcester Quality 
Inn at 1:30 p.m. The meeting adjourned at 4:00 p.m.

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Boston Numismatic Society Issues Medal 
In Memory of Earl Tuttle 

The Boston Numismatic Society, second oldest active numismatic organization in the 
United States, recently released a medal memorializing Earl Victor Tuttle, as part of its 
125th anniversary celebration. Tuttle, a 40 year member of the Society, was a resident of 
Worcester, Massachusetts, and one of the most active and enthusiastic collectors in New 
England, if not the country. Earl and his devoted wife, Mabel, travelled widely to attend 
meetings of the many clubs to which he belonged, as well as to virtually every ANA con¬ 
clave for more than 25 years. 

The medal, latest in a series which has been issued by the BNS, is the creation of James 
Ford Clapp, Jr. Clapp, a leading Boston architect, has been responsible for at least ten 
medals struck for the New England Numismatic Association, and three for ANA conven¬ 
tions. His lamp of knowledge which graces the 1960 Boston gathering was adapted for its 
logo by the ANA. The Tuttle medal features, on its obverse, an imperial eagle —with an in¬ 
cused “NE” remeniscent of the New England silver coins—and the ledgend around' 
BOSTON«NUMIS»MATIC»SOCIETY 1860 1985. The eagle is important because of Tuttle’s 
great collection of crowns bearing this imperial insignia. The reverse bears the Society’s 
logo and the date MCMLXXXV, with the legend: 125th ANNIVERSARY DEDICATED TO 
THE MEMORY OF EARL VICTOR TUTTLE FOR OVER 40 YEARS A DEVOTED 
MEMBER AND GUIDE OF OUR SOCIETY, beneath a plam frond. The handsome deep 
bronze 39mm medal was struck by the Robbins Company of Attleboro, Massachusetts. Tut¬ 
tle’s collection was sold a few years ago by the firm of Bowers and Ruddy. 

Issued to a quantity of 125, some medals are still available, and may be of interest to 
Earl’s friends who knew him so well, or to those who may have purchased specimens from 
his collection. The price is $15 each, postpaid, and orders may be addressed to Boston 
Numismatic Society, P.O. Box 181, West Newton, MA 02164. 

Other BNS medals, from the first which was a joint venture with the New England 
Historic Genealogical Society in 1873, have honored the Pilgrim; on the occasion of the 
Society’s 60th anniversary, and the death of Shepard Pond in 1945. None of these, or others, 
are available from the Boston Numismatic Society.

A Numismatist’s Wife

He never 
answered me, and to this day I don’t think he has ever thought of an answer that would satisfy 
me!! That was almost ten years ago and to this day coin collecting seems strange to me. 

Alcoholics Anonymous has formed a group for the wives and families of alcoholics, drug 
groups have started a similiar one and before long I’ll start one for coin collectors’ families. I 
believe a coin collector is as sick as any drug addict. When I form this group, the first rule 
will be, never allow any coins in the house. 

There have been many times that I have been embarrassed by Bob’s hobby. One time 
comes to mind. I had told my hairdresser quite a bit about my husband being an intellectual, 
about his being well-read and what a great teacher he was. It seems I had never mentioned 
that he was a numismatist. One day I did-and my hairdresser remarked “Those guys are all 
the same, they wear thick glasses, have asthma and were water-boys for the football team 
when in high school. ” I tried to describe Bob, but to no avail. Now I ask you, does Bob look 
like a sickly water-boy?? 

When I complain to my mother she says, “Honey, it could be worse, he could be in bars, 
picking up strange women.” My answer to that is, “If he picked up women he would then 
really have a comparison, and I am sure I would win out, but how can I compete with a 1909s 
penny 9 ” People also say, “It is better than having him gamble.” I say, at least with gambl¬ 
ing there would be a 50/50 chance of him winning some money and think of all the great trips 
to Monte Carlo and Las Vegas, instead of just saving and saving-saving. 

At family gatherings my husband and father-in-law are off in a corner unaware of any one 
else in the room. My mother-in-law and I spend hours without our men. It’s true that misery 
loves company. Our daughter, when asked what her father is doing answers, “Playing in the 
bedroom.” I always have to add very quickly, “With the coins.” If and when Bob accom¬ 
panies me to the market and the bill is $10.01 even if I have 98‘ in change I must give the 
checker $11.00, because he wants to look at the change. My purse really gets heavy that way. 
When Bob gets phone calls asking about dates and headboards I get a little concerned, but in¬ 
evitably the intrigue turns to talk of coins. I love money dearly, but the only way I like it is 
when I can spend it. Money to me means Magnims, Bullocks, May Co. and Broadway. 

I am sure you have heart of the hazardous job that mailmen have because of vicious dogs; 
not our mailman. He has Bob to deal with instead. The coin paper usually comes on Monday, 
but once in awhile on Saturday. Every Saturday Bob goes driving around the neighborhood 
looking for the mailman, to see if this Saturday is his “lucky day”. When the mailman sees 
Bob coming and he doesn’t have the paper, panic hits and he just stands there frozen-in fear 
of his life, trying to explain that it isn’t his fault! Bob then turns and drives away dejected. 
Then on Monday the neighbors keep their children, animals and cars off the block between 
3:00 and 4:00 p.m. The one compensation for Mondays is that I don’t cook dinner. Bob doesn’t 
know what he is eating so I serve “left-overs.” Then he proceeds to tell me what a good cook I 
am!! 

We enlarged a room in our house to make room for a safe—I am sure you know it was not 
for my jewels. When all is said and done if anyone would ask me if I would change Bob of his 
hobby, I would be forced to answer—you’re darn right I would.”

Machine frame is of heavy bionze. Gears, handle, coin slide, and coin catcher are 
chrome plated Steel stand is flat black painted 


Machines have a slide to drop coin into and push in, turn handle one full turn and coin 
slides into coin catcher Each steel roller holds up to 4 engraved dies

April Board Meeting 

The NENA Board of Directors meeting held at the Sheraton Lincoln Inn, Worcester, April 
6, 1986, was called to order at 1:20 p.m. by Eliott Goldberg. Those present were Carol 
Goldberg, John Mullin, Frank Shaw, Paul White, Jim Rolsten, Beth Rolsten, Robert 
Maisch, Cheryl Maisch, Joe Jacobs, Jack Kiley and Mary Mullen. 

The secretary’s report was amended to read as follows: Paragraph 4, sentence 3 - “It was 
voted to produce 75 uniface bronze medals, with gold plate and silver by subscription only. 
The number of bronze medals will be determined at the board meeting following the 
subscription cut-off date of June 1.” 

The Board decided to do a special mailing to the membership regarding the medal order. 
A note will be made that no medals will be available until the Conference. It was also sug¬ 
gested that an exhibit application and room reservation card be included in the special mail¬ 
ing.

The New England Society 
For the Promotion of Manufactures and 
the Mechanic Arts 

The New England Society for the Promotion of Manufactures and Mechanic Arts was 
organized in 1825 by a group of citizens from Boston. The object of their society was to pro¬ 
mote the genius and talents of manufacturing in American industry. 

Their first meeting was held on the second of November and the committee drafted a Con¬ 
stitution which was approved on the 21st of December. The society was incorporated by the 
State of Massachusetts on March 3rd of 1826. 

This society was managed by a board which consisted of the president, 10 vice presidents, 
a treasurer, secretary and 25 directors. 

For several years, the city of Boston, granted the Faneuil Hall market free of expence for 
their sales and exhibitions. Their first public sales commenced by auction on September 
12th of 1826 and two million dollars of manufacturing equipment was sold at their first five 

The societies first exhibition was conducted in October of 1826 and they awarded 15 
medals for new and useful inventions representing the skill and ingenuity of manufactures 
and the mechanic arts in America. 20 medals were awarded at their second exhibition in 
August of 1828. 

Christian Gobrecht was the engraver of this outstanding medal. He is known by 
Numismatists for his pattern dollars, circa (1836-1839) and Liberty Seated Coinage 
1840-1891. 

The obverse is, bust to right of Archimedes, the famed Greek philosopher. He is surround¬ 
ed by the legend N. Eng. Soc. for promotion of manufactures and mechanic arts 1826. 

This magnificent reverse has vignettes of a cotton gin, steam boat and nail making 
machine that appear below the legend, genius, intelligence and industrial triumph. The 
names of Archimedes, Gallilio, Newton, Franklin, Watt and Fulton appear in a glory above 
clouds. 

The New England Society had their medals struck by the United States Mint as early as 
1826 for their October exhibition. The medals were struck in white metal bronze and silver. 
Total mintage is unknown and the possibility exists, hopefully, that a gold medal was 
struck. 
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Of all the agricultural and mechanic art award metals of New England, this medal would 
be your collections most important member. Few have appeared over the years. A bronze 
appeared in the Robert Coulton Davis sale of 1890. Malcolm Storer’s Epic, “Numismatics of 
Massachusetts,” reports two known in silver. 

The silver medal I recently obtained is the motivation for this research and paper, it was 
originally awarded to Samuel F. Coolidge. 

Mr. Samuel F. Coolidge established a partnership with Messrs. Sibley and Treat at 
Waltham, Massachusetts in 1831. They manufactured textile machinery. 

This medal belonged to David Dreyfuss and surfaced in his sale conducted by 
Bowers/Marena/Levine recently. Their estimate is less than 10 known in silver. 

The first paper in this series of New England agricultural and mechanical society medals 
which were struck at the United States Mint, appeared in the October 1984 issue of N.E.N.A. 
Its title was, “The New England Agricultural Society.” 

Future papers will discuss individual state societies of New England.

Bob Brueggeman, president and owner of Positive Protection, Incorporated, a security 
firm devoted solely to the numismatic world (and the official agent for the American 
Numismatic Association’s 95th Anniversary Convention in Milwaukee, August 6-10) has an¬ 
nounced the formation of Team Travel Services, along with Brueggeman’s security system 
known as the “Positive Connection.” In addition to traditional services such as booking 
flights, accommodations, ground transportation and group activities, Positive Connection 
arranges for armed escort (including transportation) to and from offices, homes, airports, 
hotels, conventions and auctions. 

Positive Connection also provides complete numismatic convention services, including a 
professional auction team, receptionists, sales representatives, bookkeepers, accessories 
such as safes and lamps, photo identification systems and total convetion-planning con¬ 
sultation. 
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Brueggeman, along with the American Numismatic Association and the FBI, is involved 
in fighting crime directed at the numismatic community, particularly by an active, organiz¬ 
ed syndicate known as the “Colombians,” which is responsible for a number of numismatic 
thefts, as well as gems and artwork. (Believed to be Colombian nations, the group targets 
carriers of rare coins and collectibles, often in airports, usually relieving victims of their 
briefcases and bags by creating distractions.) 

So that more information about the activities of this group may be obtained, Brueggeman 
is interviewing collectors or dealers who have been robbery victims (confidentially and/or 
anonymously). The current issue of Brueggeman’s newsletter, “Protecting Yourself,” 
which provides timely information to help prevent crime, contains first-hand accounts of re¬ 
cent attempted and successful robberies.

FBI Targets Theft Ring 

Following conversations with the American Numismatic Association’s executive direc¬ 
tor, Ruthann Brettell, the Federal Bureau of Investigation has found that various ANA 
members throughout the country have reported their coins stolen. In each case the “modus 
operandi” was the same. 

Apparently responsible for the thefts is a group of Colombian nations, who identify 
dealers at coin shows and follow them as they leave for local airports. Once in the airport, 
the thieves employ a variety of ruses to distract the dealer, such as staging fights, dropping 
something on the floor (including a baby, money, etc.) or informing the dealer he has 
mustard on his coat. The dealer’s coins are then snatched and carried out of the airport in a 
pre-planned, well-organized manner involving several individuals. 

To date, six robberies (five of whom are ANA members) have reported robberies in ex¬ 
cess of $2V 2 million at six different airports: Phoenix, San Francisco, Los Angeles, 
Dallas/Ft. Worth, Kansas City and Las Vegas. So that officials might gather as much infor¬ 
mation as possible about this theft ring, the FBI encourages dealers to contact the 
American Numismatic Association if they have experienced a similar robbery. 

Executive Director Brettell is particularly concerned about the incidents, as the ANA is 
holding one of the country’s largest coin shows next month in Milwaukee, Wisconsin. “Bob 
Brueggeman of Positive Protection, Inc., the security firm employed for all our conven¬ 
tions, is aware of the situation and is offering dealers an armed escort service,” she reports. 
“We also have been in touch with security personnel at the Milwaukee airport to alert them 
to this potential danger.” 

The ANA also offers a reward for information leading to the arrest and conviction of 
anyone involved in these crimes. Comments Brettell, “I’m afraid if the thieves aren’t 
caught that dealers will start taking matters into their own hands.”
